Dr.  Richard  Ladd,  known  as  Dr.  Ladd  to  Ns  students,  has 
been  a foreign  language  teacher  and  head  of  the  language 
department  at  IHS  for  31  years.  He  is  fluent  in  French  and 
English,  and  can  hold  a conversation  in  German,  Greek  and 
Russian,  hie  also  has  an  extensive  background  in  Latin,  Spanish 
and  Italian.  Over  the  years  he  has  taught  all  levels  of  French  and 
Spanish  and  has  taught  countless  independent  studies  in  various 
languages.  He  created  the  course  "Much  Latin,  Less  Greek."  He 
is  also  an  accomplished  author,  having  written  the  nations’ 
leading  AP  French  textbook. 

For  the  past  31  years  Dr.  Ladd  has  been  a vital  part  of  the 
IHS  teaching  staff.  "The  idea  of  him  not  being  here. . .is  hard  to 
fathom,""  said  Mrs.  Killian,  a colleague,  close  friend  and  former 
student  of  Dr.  Ladd’s.  She  adds  that  Dr.  Ladd  leaving  is  " the  end

"There  is  not  a day 
that  I walk  out  of  this  building  I have  not  seen  somebody  do  his 
or  her  personal  best,  reach  a mountain  they  never  thought  they 
could  climb,  or  do  something  extraordinary  in  my  classroom.

Mr.  Dolan,  esteemed  music  director  at  Ipswich  Hish  School, 
has  been  conductiong  the  band  for  30  years.  Mainly  a trumpet 
player,  he  has  also  studied  a variety  of  other  instruments 
throughout  his  lifetime.  He  can  play  every  instrument  in  the  brass 
section,  the  clarinet,  the  saxophone,  flute  and  many  other 
instruments.  Most  of  his  studies  over  the  past  15  years  have  been 
conducting  studies.  Even  though  Mr.  Dolan  did  not  start  the  Jazz 
program,  students  playing  under  his  baton  have  won  many  awards 
over  the  years. 

Throughout  his  teaching  career  at  IHS,  Mr.  Dolan  has  been  a 
great  influence  on  many  of  his  students.

2o15  was  the  first  year  of  Mr.  Seapy’s  tenure  as  orchestra  director  for  the  Ipswich  High 
School  music  program.  Mr.  Seapy  had  previously  completed  his  undergraduate  work  at 
Ipswich  in  2008  as  a student  teacher  and  returned  this  year  as  the  orchestra  director.  "It 
felt  like  coming  home  because  this  was  my  first  public  school  experience.

It  was 
almost  like  old  friendships  were  being  started  over  again."  Mr.  Seapy  took  over  the 
position  from  former  Orchestra  director,  Mrs.  Billings-white,  who  had  led  the  Orchestra  for 
several  years  before  her  departure  last  year.  The  Music  Program  staff  were  extremely 
helpful  and  made  the  transition  much  easier  for  the  new  orchestra  conductor,  even 
departing  orchestra  director  Mrs.  Billings-White  "She  made  the  transition  really  easy  from 
my  perspective,  even  though  it's  always  difficult  to  replace  such  a well-loved  teacher."  The 
Ipswich  High  School  music  program  has  always  had  an  excellent  reputation.  Students  are 
known  for  character  and  an  excellent  work  ethic.  "The  students  here  are  receptive  and 
eager  to  help,  and  that’s  something  that  makes  this  learning  community  successful;  the 
students  here  are  committed  to  the  music  with  no  real  pushback."  With  the  added 
responsibility  of  his  title  comes  the  pressure  of  the  Ipswich  music  program,  one  that  Mr. 
Seapy  is  more  than  ready  to  handle.  "One  of  the  most  important  messages  that  I wanted 
to  set  up  initially  is  that  I really  care  about  the  students  as  people,  and  I care  about  the 
music.  I wanted  to  make  sure  that  they  saw  that  the  genuine  care,  and  that  I was  serious 
about  being  the  best  conductor  I could  be."
